nam. 

Now president of the Ford 
Foundation, Bundy was the 
guest at a luncheon at the 
Universities Service Center, 
a research center for schol- 
. ars and graduate students, 
financed in part by the foun- 1 
dation. 

As Bundy and 27 persons 
associated with the center 
sat down, one of the gradu- 
ate studerents rose and read 
a statement saying that the 
graduate students intended 
to conduct a silent vigil “in 
memory of those killed in 
Vietnam.** 
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
